The pass bears the plain gold Crown of Queen Victoria and as such could 
only be used by the Governor or a senior member of Government. The 
Gold Pass befits the momentous occasion of the opening of the Railway and 
would give the Governor or senior government leaders free travel between 
the colonies. The quality and cost of making the pass is evident by the 
intricate and minute screw pins holding the hand beaten Crown onto the 
main mounting. Thegold content isin excess of any listed gold R ailway Pass 
issued in subsequent years. It shows little sign of use particularly the case 
and its clasp and was probably used only at the time of the inaugural run of 
the first train in 1887. Traditionally all Railway Passes bearing the Crown 
of M onarch were scrapped upon the demise of the M onarch and the gold 
reused to produce replacement passes bearing the new Crown.

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The sixth issue one pound purportedly ceased being issued in 1916. It is 
unclear from Griffin if this serial type is from the early part of the issue or 
the end of it. The illustrated example in his book "Bank of N ew Zealand 
Banknotes 1861-1934" was no doubt an early "specimen" for the issue 
and shows a lettered prefix. Robb indicates (in his 2006 draft catalogue) 
that the un-lettered notes were issued from 1902-1904. The date stamp on 
the example being sold is unclear (it could also possibly be 1903, 1908 or 
1916). It is however our view that thenoteis dated 1918. Thelikely scenario 
being that this was a left-over form issued after the sixth series had officially 
ended. The case for this could be born out by the fact that notes at the 
start of the seventh issue pound had no serial letter, and that an example of 
an early sixth issue pound sold by Spink (Australia) (Sale 31, lot 701) had 
the hand entered date of 1st July 1905 and the serial prefix "B". It is likely 
that the rubber stamping of dates was from a later period. Furthermore, 
the biggest clue to the late issue theory comes from the signatory, M anager 
A.L.Hempton (Chief Auditor of the bank in the 1930's), hewas still signing 
notes as M anager in the 1920's. It is therefore more than likely that he was 
a M anager at the end of WWI rather than at the beginning of the century. 
Wesuspect that the first notes from thesixth issue which started in 1902 had 
the prefix letter "A" and that notes from the end of the series had no serial 
letter.

This lot came from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the time 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues of Lysimachos. These 
staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him to Alexander, 
history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates embarked ona 
career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the Black Sea under 
his control. These policies brought him into conflict with Rome and he 
consequently tried to liberate the East from Rome. He quickly defeated the 
local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 80,000 
in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman response 
came in 87 B.C. The Consul L. Sulla with five legions captured Athens and 
pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 2000 talents 
(600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These gold staters were 
probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to early 87 B.C. 
to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively 
another view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues 
by Brutus in the Civil War of 44-42 B.C. See Celator, January 2000 (pp. 
22-24). This may still prove to be the correct interpretation.

The capture of Thasos in 463 BC by theAthenians after its revolt two years 
earlier could well have terminated the series of the late archaic and early 
classical staters.

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The issue of 420-404 B.C. may well have continued into the 4th Century 
with the later issues of a broader, somewhat less archaic aspect. With the 
appearance of plated emergency issues in Athens in 406-404 B.C., the metal 
content of theAthenian Tetradrachm in general became suspect. Increasingly, 
Athenian coins were subjected to deep counterstamps and heavy banker's 
test cuts to insure that the coins were solid silver rather than copper issues 
with a silver plating. The large number of these counterstamped and tested 
coins testify to the extent to which Athenian Tetradrachms served as a 
medium of international trade as well as the level of suspicion provoked 
by the appearance of officially sanctioned, plated token coinage.

T he issue represents the introduction of the world's first bimetallic coinage, 
gold and silver pieces based on a stater of pure metal weighing about 10.8 
grams. This was the intial phase of relatively short duration as shortly after 
the gold was reduced in weight to about 8.00 gramsfor a stater and thesilver 
siglos replaced the silver stater. Seldom has this company offered the silver 
stater or double siglos.

T hese H unnic imitations of Sassanian coins are known from a small number 
of specimens and are rarely seen for sale. This example has completely 
corrupt Pahlavi letters on obverse and reverse, and probably from theslightly 
later period of c.600 A.D. TheH ephthalites or White H uns were a Central 
Asian nomadic confederation whose precise origins and composition remain 
obscure. T hey were called Ephthalites by the H uns, and H unas by the! ndians. 
They were mentioned by the Chinese and they displaced the Scythians and 
conquered Sogdiana and Khorasan before 425. After that, they crossed the 
Syr Darya (J axartes) River and invaded Persia. In Persia, they were initially 
held off by Bahram Gur but later around A.D. 483-85, they succeeded in 
making Persia a tributary state.

The somewhat careless engraving suggests a court presentation piece 
subsequent to Jahangir's reign. CNG Triton Sale January 10, 2006 (lot 
1696) sold a similar piece from the same dies. CNG noted the following in 
their sale. The Emperor Jahangir struck a remarkable series of figural type 
rupees and mohurs, unprecedented for a M uslim prince. Besides extremely 
rare portrait pieces, he instituted a series of Z odiacal types, each one to be 
struck in the corresponding month. The obverse dies were reused from year 
to year, new dated reverses being produced for each subsequent issue. In 
addition, special specimen strikes were apparently produced for important 
visitors to the M ughal court, each receiving a coin with his Zodiac symbol. 
These Zodiac presentation coins continued to be struck for the M ughal 
emperors until the final dissolution of the empire in the 19th century. It is 
important to distinguish the early restrikes, which were official issues of the 
M ughal court, from the later imitations, which are private strikes made for 
purposes of bullion accumulation, or for the deception of collectors. M any 
of the official court types, both J ahangir's originals and the restrikes of his 
successors, are extremely rare, with no known complete set of the mohurs 
in private hands.

"This coin is widely believed to have been struck during Charles II's reign at 
M umbai. The Persian legends on both sides have not been read successfully 
though it has great resemblance with that of the Rupees of James II and 
William and Queen M ary. The earliest East India Company coinage bearing 
Persian inscription began to circulate during the time of Charles II. In 1763 
M artin Folkes reported that "the English M erchants trading in the East 
Indies struck silver money in India for the use of their factory at Bombaim. 
Of these he had seen the Anglina, Pax Deo and a third sort of rupee which 
had again only the Company's arms on the one side and Arabic or Indian 
characters on the other". Pridmore says that the Surat Council's comment 
upon the inscription 'Charles the second, King of England' perhaps indicates 
that while the obverse was the normal Anglina type, the reverse was inscribed 
in Persian with that above inscription. The above coin has Persian inscription 
on both sides. In 1681 a pirate named Henry Bridgeman (also known as 
Every) attacked and captured a ship called the Ganj-e-Sawai carrying a 
cargo of 6 Lakhs of Rupees and many people returning from the H qj. His 
capture of the ship and abuse of the people aboard outraged the Indian 
Princes on the Western Coast. Mughal chronicler Khafi Khan recorded: 
"This loss was reported to Aurangzeb, and the newswriters of the port of 
Surat sent some rupees which the English had coined at Bombay, with a 
Superscription containing the name of their impure King. Aurangzeb then 
ordered that the English factors who were residing at Surat for commerce 
should be seized. Orders were also given to Itimad Khan, superintendent of 
the Port of Surat, and Sisi Yakut Khan, to make preparations for besieging 
the fort of Bombay."

This issue has a most interesting background. In 1693 the written records 
note that Emperor Aurangzeb was very displeased with an issue of coins 
from the East India Company in Bombay. A Khafi Khan from the emperor, 
in another source is reported visiting the Company at Bombay and 
complained of the name of the "Impure King" on the coins issued without 
his Emperor's authority, which wereshown to himinA.H. 1105 (Sept. 1693 
- Aug. 1694). At Bombay, the East India Company had previously issued 
rupees with English text in 1677 but these failed to gain acceptability and 
were soon melted down. Aurangzeb objected specifically to the coin issued 
above, because it carried the names of King William II and Queen M ary. 
These coins he claimed could be confused with Aurangzeb's own coinage 
and thus provoked the emperor. The English in return explained that they 
coined money in their own King's name by stating that they had to purchase 
investments at places where the M ogul's money did not pass. The emperor's 
protest was effective and they ceased to issue any more coins and most were 
withdrawn and melted down, hence their scarcity today. Coins of this type 
were unknown up to 1960, although the issue was certain from the records, 
then a few specimens were located in the collection of the Prince of Wales 
M useum in Bombay (five rupees and a half rupee). A large hoard of 2000 
rupees buried about 1696, found near Bombay in 1980, containing rupees 
of Aurangzeb, also contained a few (about six (6) is stated of these William 
& Mary rupees). This specimen it is believed comes from this hoard.
